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I told iiirn it had nothing but souvenir value to you, andtnat if the bureau desires 
to keep it, it is okay with you# In this even, I asked him to supply two pictures, one 
for you, as a souvenir, and one for me in the event I --ver excoriate the unknown perpe 
trator os so sick a thing. 

I did not use your name, or Dicks, but I read him tho appropriate parts of your 
letters and of Dick on that Russian rifle, pointing out also that Dick knew no more than 
whati I'd told him and that this was something tiiat occurred to him as a pussibalxty, no

If there remains no basis for believing this is significant, I think we have also 
done the rxght thing* I guess Hoover or his boys think we are tryin^ to trap them in some 
way, as we are not, but there is nothing like this, ghoulish or not^ that should not be 
checked out, ana they alone can do that# And should.
